Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 5, 6, 20-45, 51-67 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 5,20,32,51, The prior art of record considered alone or in combination 
neither anticipates nor renders obvious a monitoring device for monitoring a target comprising, a 
microcontroller, a wireless transceiver, a modem, a global positioning sensor , an interface 
between monitoring device and target for communicating signals relating to target, one or more 
inputs, one or more outputs from monitoring device to target one or more inputs and a plurality 
of outputs from monitoring device during installation of monitoring device to target such that 
each of one or more inputs and each of one or more outputs are identified as to their nature and 
stored in a database for each of a plurality of monitoring devices. 

The prior art of record provided numerous teachings of methods for continous electronic 
monitoring and tracking of individuals. However, the prior art of record failed to specifically 
disclose an interface between monitoring device and target for communicating signals relating to 
target, one or more inputs, one or more outputs from monitoring device to target one or more 
inputs and a plurality of outputs from monitoring device during installation of monitoring device 
to target such that each of one or more inputs and each of one or more outputs are identified as to 
their nature and stored in a database for each of a plurality of monitoring devices. 

3. Regarding claims 21-31, 33-45, 52-67 are allowed as being dependent upon independent 
base claims that have been allowed.
